The Office of the City Clerk is requesting a letter indicating the intention of the BID to 
renew or expire. If it is the BID’S intention to expire and not renew, this Office will require the following: 

1. A letter from the Board President indicating intent to allow the BID to expire. 

2. An inventory of all assets currently held by the Chinatown BID. 

3. A timeline for winding down the Chinatown BID and an estimate of the associated costs. 

Additionally, in accordance with Section 10 of Contract No. C-118431 between the City of Los Angeles and the Los Angeles 
Chinatown Business Council, Incorporated, all remaining revenues of the District, after all outstanding debts have been paid, 
derived from the levy of assessments, or derived from the sale of assets acquired with the revenues, shall be refunded to property 
owners in the manner described in Division 6, Chapter 9, Section 6.619 of the Los Angeles Administrative Code.
